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» Pope raises status of the laity, 
justice and peace commissions 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul VI has given a new status 
to two Vatican organisms established experimentally to 
promote initiatives charted by Vatican Council Il, by giving 
them new constitutions and a permanent status. 


The most fundamental changes, contained in two papal 
“motu proprio’’ decrees released here Dec. 16, concern the 
Council of the Laity. A ‘‘motu proprio’ decree is one issued 
by a pope on his own initiative. 


POPE PAUL has raised the council to ‘the level of a 
““quasi-congregation’’ with important new responsibilities 
regarding Church laws on the laity and the settlement of 
disputes involving the laity. 


In a second decree, Pope Paul clarified the part to be played 
by the Pontifical Commission for Justice and Peace: The 
decree broadens the competence of the commission, which 
was set up as a papal study center and watch-dog in the field 
of human rights. 


But it also requires the commission to get clearance from 
the papal Secretariat of State prior to making any statements 
on specific violations of human rights. 


. THE DECREES call for both the council and the 
commission to be headed by separate cardinal-presidents 
resident in Rome. They were both previously headed by 
Cardinal Maurice Roy of Quebec. 


Newly-created Cardinal Opilio Rossi, 66, will take over the 
presidency of the Laity Council. Born in New York City of 
Italian immigrant parents who left the United States soon 
after their son’s birth, Cardinal Rossi was papal nuncio to 
Austria before being named to the college of cardinals. 


The Justice and Peace Commission will be headed by 
African Archbishop Bernardin Gantin, 54, former head of the 
Cotonou, Dahomey, archdiocese. He has been vice president 
of the commission for almost a year. 


THE VATICAN Committee for the Family—another 
Vatican body established on an experimental basis—will be 
incorporated into the Laity Council, according to the papal 
motu proprio. 


Canadian Bishop Edouard Gagnon will continue to head the 


Committee for the Family as vice president, working under 
Cardinal Rossi. 

Among the important new powers given the Laity Council 
are: 

—The power to settle disputes involving laity through 
arbitration on the administrative level; 

—The task of encouraging a more effective presence of lay 
people in the Church’s liturgical, sacramental, catechetical 
and education activity; 

—Powers to deal with questions concerning parish or 
diocesan pastoral councils; j 

—The job of serving as Vatican go-between with 
international -and national Catholic organizations of all 
types—including ‘those which have some priest-members. 

Cardinal Rossi will carry out these and other tasks with the 
help of a three-cardinal board, a group of mostly lay 
“‘members’’ and a number of consultors—mostly laity.

TIJUANA, Mexico—The young man from 
San Ysidro who had come with clothes for 
the children, stood in shock on the grounds 
of the Mexican orphanage. 


There were no toilets for the 107 children. 
They had only 37 beds, had no nourishing 
food and no medical care in years. Most of 
them were sick. Some had died. Only three 
staff people, one crippled with polio, cared 
for the children. The director had allowed 
the orphanage to deteriorate. — 


Cursillo weekend in November, 1975, visitor 
Guillermo MacFarland, 30, decided to help 
the children~at Hogar Infantil La Gloria, 
south of Tijuana. 


He went to the authorities and exposed 
the director. Then MacFarland fell heir to 
the job himself in July, 1976. With the help 
of his wife Lupita and a group he calls 
Patronato, the major problems have been 
solved and conditions are being restored. 


Without government aid, MacFarland’s 
efforts have provided nourishing food and 
fresh milk daily, sufficient beds, medical 
care and toilets, bath facilities, and septic 
tanks. é 


MAC FARLAND is the assistant director 
of Villa Nueva, in San Ysidro, the border 
city. It is a federally-subsidized housing 
project for low-income families run by the 
Augustinians. At Villa Nueva he works from 
9 to S and still finds time to cross the border 
into Mexico twice a day to run_ the 
orphanage. His day starts early and ends 
late. 


He leaves his Villa Nueva apartment at 
5:30 each morning, picks up 10 gallons of

WITH A NEW apostolic zeal found on a 


love to orphans in Tijuana 


milk donated by a Tijuana milk company run 
by his in-laws, and arrives at the orphanage 
eight miles south of Tijuana about 6:30 a.m. 


THEN HE piles 40 or so children into the - 
pick-up truck and carts them to school in 
Tijuana, returning to the orphanage to take 
care of administrative duties and any 
problems that might have come up 
overnight. 


MacFarland is back across the border at 
Villa Nueva by 9 a.m. on workdays leaving 
the orphanage to the care of Bircia, 21, the _ 
polio victim, and 12 other staff members, 
including Bircia’s husband. 


At the end of his official working day at 
Villa Nueva, MacFarland and his wife again 
travel across the border to the orphanage. 
They take the sick children to the doctor’s 
office, or pick up essential food items— 
whatever needs to be done. They get home 
around 8:30 or 9 p.m. 


If ALL started when Lupita, then 
MacFarland’s fiance, heard of Hogar Infantil 
La Gloria and told him about it. So they 
decided to take the leftover clothes of a Villa 
Nueva garage sale. 


“It was an experience,’’ MacFarland 
related..‘‘I had ‘seen one or two children in 
need in Tijuana and would give them a few 
coins, but when you see this many in such 
conditions, it’s a shock! 


“‘A missionary Sister from India who had 
visited the orphanage during the difficult 
times said she had never seen anything quite 
as bad during her 38. years in India,” 
MacFarland said. 


MacFarland discovered the director was 
using the appeal of the orphanage to line his"

While material and child 
health services have been 
recommended for exclusion 
from United Way funds, 
sterilization, vasectomy and 
abortion are considered ‘‘ap- 
propriate’ for funding. 


These facts emerge from a 
months-long study by a 
special task force of the San 
Diego United Way organiza- 
tion which made _ recom- 
mendations to the board of 
directors before Christmas. 


IN ADDITION to present- 
ing to the board 11 criteria 
for funding, the Planning 
Allocation Research (PAR) 
task force provided lengthy 
lists of ‘‘appropriate’’ serv- 
ices which could be consider- 
ed for funding, and a list of 
services deemed by them to 
be “‘not appropriate.”’ 


Listed under section H, 
dealing with ‘‘families and 
the home”’ on the ‘‘appropri- 
te’’ list are: 

—Family planning; 

—Birth control, family 
planning information/educa- 
tion; 

—Contraception, assist- 
ance with obtaining; 

—Sterilization, assistance 
with obtaining; 

—Pregnancy testing; 

—Abortions, assistance 
with obtaining; 

—and 19 other services. 


Listed as services ‘‘which 
can be self-supporting 
through fee charging’’ or 
other: means and are ‘‘not 
appropriate’ for United Way 
support are: 


—Maternal 
health services; 

—Health laboratory servy- 
ices. 


And under a _ category 
regarded by the report as 
“extremely costly and not 
appropriate for United Way 
support’’ are 


and child 


—Foster home care; 

—A residence for mothers; 
—Board and care; 
—Nursing home care and 
—similar services. 


At its meeting on Nov. 16 
the United Way board of 
directors received the reac- 
tion and recommendations of 
their PAR council and, 
according to James F. Mul- 
vaney, president, approved 
the 11 criteria. 


They did not approve the 
listing of services classified 
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United Way threatens pro-life 
funds, favors anti-life support 


as appropriate or-inappropri- 
ate, but appointed an imple- 
mentation committee to de- 
termine and interpret how to 
apply the criteria. 


ACCORDING to Claude A.° 


Townsend, associate execu- 
tive director of United Way 
the task force ‘‘looked at all 
services which could possibly 
be listed’’ and then applied 
to them the label of ‘‘appro- 
priate’ or “‘inappropriate’’. 
He said United Way had 
alerted ‘‘any agencies which 
appeared to be in the 
inappropriate category’’ that 
the report, if acted upon, 
might affect that agency. 


Two Catholic agencies 
which received this ‘‘alert’’ 
were Mercy Clinic and Cath- 
olic Family Service (Unwed 
Mother Program). They were 
asked to react to the notifica- 
tion. Thirty other organiza- 
tions received similar not- 
ices, according to Townsend. 


MERCY CLINIC was re- 


commended for ‘‘defund- 
ing’’ according to Townsend 
because ‘‘medical services 
were becoming so expensive 
that United Way ought to 
defer to government sub- 
sidy’’ in this area, as has 
been done with in-patient 
hospital care. 


Mercy Hospital authorities 
have asked for an opportun- 
ity to explain.their services 
and to appeal the decision, 
he added. 


Townsend pointed out that 
any services now being 
funded would not be affected 
before June 30, 1977. 


Mulvaney, in a memor- 
andum to member organiza- 
tions of United Way states 
that the implementation 
committee charged with in- 
terpreting the 11 criteria and 
receiving the appropriate 
and inappropriate lists will 
present to the board by 
February its recommended 
timetable for the implemen- 
tation phase. 


Diocesan educational efforts need 
shot inthe arm says Dr. Schmid

The diocese today offers 
the average Catholic half the 
educational opportunities it 
did seven years ago. That is 
a problem, according to Dr. 
H. Giles Schmid. 


The solution is to hire 200 
qualified religious educators, 
50 of whom should be 
Spanish-speaking, over the 
next five years, says the 
director of the diocesan Total 
Teaching Mission. 


IN THAT time frame, he 
said in a report to the 
newly-formed Total Teaching 
Mission Board, the diocese 
has maintained a more-or- 
less consistent level of edu- 
cation programs.

“‘With decreases in activ- 
ity ‘along with population’ 
movement, I believe that 
Catholic educational oppor- 
tunities have, in effect, been 
halved in the last seven 
years,’’ Dr. Schmid claims. 


He also predicts that 
population will continue 
rapidly to expand in the 
diocese and that the popula- 
tion of the diocese will 
continue to shift. 


“WITH THAT in mind, if 
we maintain our education 
efforts at present level. for 
the next seven years, once 
again we may have halved 
Catholic education opportun- 
ities for our people,’’ Dr. 
Schmid maintains. 


In the report Dr. Schmid 
challenged the Total Teach- 
ing Mission Board to con- 
sider: ‘“What shall be the 
board’s first priority?’’ 


He recommended the plan 
for hiring the 200 religious 
educators to work in what- 
ever apostolate or institution 
that can support them. 


Such a plan, Dr. Schmid 
believes, would let people 
know that ‘‘such career 
opportunities exist in our 
diocese, and they could 
prepare for them.”

A time to keep

_ It lasts longer in print 


The overwhelming mass effect of electronic 
means of communications—radio, television, 
satellites— somewhat overshadows the excellent, 
steady, centuries-old tradition of the print media. 
And worship of television as a tool in evangelization 
seems often to downgrade the place of print as a 
teaching medium. 


Bishop Norbert Gaughan, auxiliary of Greens- 
burg, Pa., and a member of the U.S. bishops’ 
communications committee recently said: ‘‘Heaven 
forbid that the Catholic Church, which gave the 
world the manuscripts of the scribes, the first 
printed books of Gutenberg and Caxton, should in 
panic desert print for a supposedly easy way of 
spreading the message by pictures flashing on a 
small screen.’’ 


Warming to his subject, the bishop went on: 
“The Old Testament relates that when the 
Israelites deserted the book of God’s word and law 
to go lusting after images, they were punished in 
exile. The print medium has a long and glorious 
tradition within the Church. We must not abandon 
it for easy and_ instant evangelization. There is no 
such thing.’’ 


Look back in reflection 

These words from Bishop Gaughan come 
appropriately now as we look back over the nation’s 
Bicentennial Year and the Church’s year of 


progress, problems, joy and jeopardy—another ~ 


typical year. In this country, at least, the Church 
found itself thrust more and more into the 
leadership role which is perhaps demanded of it in 
times of stress, notably in the presidential election 
campaigns. : 

If seriously and studiously we ever wish to review 
and recollect, over a year, a decade or a century, we 
have to turn to the printed word, which places on 
record for all time not only the events of each day, 
but the many opinions and views which shape 
events and peoples. 


Television and radio newscasts have a ephemeral 
quality about them, which is perhaps just as well 
sometimes. We who write our stories, see them in 
type for all to check and verify. So often broadcast 
journalism—particularly at the national network 
level—consists of a fleeting moment in a torrent of 
words, glibly pouring from a reporter whose facts 
may be weak but whose editorializing is rampant.

The Word: power and promise 


promises, 


We were talking...about the re- 
markable circumstances that led to a 
simple Jewish maiden becoming the 
mother of the man who was the son of 
God, and what it was about her that 
she should be elected over all 


-womankind. 


We talk about Mary’s humility, 
her obedience and sinlessness. St. 
Luke put it another way in his Infancy 
Narrative. ‘Blessed is she who trusts 
that the Lord’s word to her will be 
fulfilled.’’ 


IT OCCURRED to me that it was 
precisely the degree of her trust in the 
promise of God that sets Mary apart 
from all the other holy women who 
might have been chosen by God to 
bear his son. This.quality of trust must 
have formed the very core of her 
person—the elusive element that 
spans the margin between extraordin- 
ary sanctity and ordinary holiness. 


By the time of the Annunciation, 
the belief that it is, in the first place, 
in the nature of God to make 
to form covenants and 


always to honor them, must already 
have been deeply ingrained in her. 
She needed only a few words of 


reassurance from the angel Gabriel 
before uttering the ‘‘fiat’’ that was to 
abandon her to an unprecedented 
destiny, a mission unique in the 
history of mankind—truly the un- 
known. 


Mary must have known, in a 
profoundly intimate way, that ‘’pro- 
mise’’ is one of the words of the 
language of love. Father Xavier Leon 
Dufour says that to promise is to take 
on the power and faithfulness of love 
and proclaim oneself sure of the 
future and sure of oneself. 


IN HIS MANNER of promising and 
his utter inability to deceive, God 


reveals his own unique greatness. For - 


him, to promise is already to have 
given. First of all, it is a giving of 
faith, a faith capable of withstanding 
the strain of waiting—waiting for the 
fulfillment of the promise. 


Mary had to wait more than 33 
years, until Pentecost, before she 
could feel sure that God’s word to her 
had been fulfilled. Her son had to wait 
almost as long, and could he have 
completed his mission as he did, could 
they both have endured the agony of 
his passion and crucifixion, without 


the same trustful self-relinquishment? 


It does not seem a great deal to 
ask—that we believe God keeps his 
promises. The scriptures are full of 
stories of promises made and fulfilled, 
promises made but yet to be fulfilled. 
It is significant, though, that the first 
story of the Bible is one of trust 
refused, when God asked mankind not 
to eat of the tree of knowledge, and to 
put their trust in him as the judge of 
what is good and what is not. 


THEY FAILED him then. They 
could not resist taking control into 
their own hands, and we have been 
failing in the same way ever since. We 
say, ‘‘Yes, | believe that God’s word 
to me will be fulfilled,’’ but our lives 
add the corollary ‘‘Yes, but...’’ 

To live in that trust is not easily 
done. To live it to the extent that Mary 
did, and Jesus, and the saints, seems 
totally beyond us. We are so often 
afraid that if we ‘‘let go’’ there will be 
no-one to catch us—if we release the 
idols of power and manipulation, all 
the little things that are so important 
to us, there will be nothing to take 
their place. : 

The unshakeable trust in him that is 


the condition of faith and salvation, 
does not come readily to us. We are a 
fearful and an arrogant people. 
Confidence that God will always be in 
control, always at hand when we need 
him, is only as strong as our humility. 


IT IS A confidence that does not 
underrate evil in the world, nor our 
own sinfulness. What it does is to 
focus on God’s reliability, God’s 
power, God’s continuing and eternal 
victory over evil. 


It is like the confident humility of a 
child who places her hand in the hand 
of a friend and allows herself to be led 
through unfamiliar and_ frightening 
ways, accepting her limitations of 
vision and knowledge and strength, 
and profoundly grateful that there is 
someone who knows the way and can 
be her protection. 


In this kind of trust, we would face 
life without fear or anxiety, confident 
that God listens to and responds to our 
prayer; that the present sadnesses 
and difficulties of our lives will, in 
truth be turned to joy; that he will take 
what is threatening and painful and 
mold it to shape and further his plan 
for us. - Hades

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Wise Men Still Seek Him 


Jesus still lives out his 
dynamic mission today 


By Father Donald McCarthy 


The Christmas cards flooding the mail this 
week vary greatly in content. A novelty shop 
in one southwestern city reached - a new 
extreme in non-Christian cards last year with 
a selection featuring suggestive and 
double-meaning verses about Santa Claus. 


In recent years, on the other hand, a 
significant five-word verse has appeared on 


‘numerous cards: ‘‘Wise men still seek 


Him.’’ These five words capsulize Christian 
faith. 


WHEN JESUS, the Messiah, the Anointed 
one, was born, world history began over 
again. Instead of dating years by AD, ‘‘anno 
domini’,, the year of the Lord, the 
designation could well be, ‘‘The year of the 
Messiah.’” In this 1976th year of the 


. Messiah, ‘‘wise men still seek Him.’’ 


First generation Christians began a 
process still going on—a process of 
identifying with the Messiah and His 
kingdom. What does it mean to proclaim, 
“Jesus is Lord’’? . 


Christians who look up to heaven where 
Christ has ascended to mount His throne in 
glory spontaneously assume at first that He 
reigns as a kind of ‘‘absentee landlord.’’ But 
this assumption postpones the Messianic era 
until after this life and leaves this world 
almost as bewildered as if the Messiah had 
not yet come. : 


THUS CHRISTIAN faith has always 


realized that Christ the Lord, unlike an 


absentee landlord; intended to remain 
always present among His people. The 
Church that Jesus founded lives in the world 
and Jesus lives in the Church. The Messiah 


_ provided the Messianic Church. Men and 


women who seek the Messiah find Him 
present in their own lives through the 
Church. 


In fact, the people of God are the Church, 
not the building in which they gather. Hence - 
the Church anoints her members at Baptism, 
for the Messiah is the “‘Anointed One.”’ 
Seeking the Messiah today means seeking 
Baptism—uniting with the Messiah. But 
Baptism represents only the beginning of a 
Christian’s process of identification with the 
Messiah. 


For the Messiah came to liberate His 
people, to free them from the network of sin 
in a world marked by oppression, fear, 
hatred, distrust, and greed. Joining the 
Messiah demands commitment to this 
messianic mission. When ‘‘the Word was 
made flesh and dwelled among us,’’ He 
started something. 


CHRISTIAN FAITH teaches that, al- 
though Jesus truly lives with His Father in 
heaven, He also truly lives and continues His 
dynamic mission in the world. He is not 
visibly present here, but present nonethe- 
less. Catholic Christians find Him in the 
Mass where He renews the central action of 
His earthly life? His passion, death, and 
resurrection. In the Mass Jesus establishes 
His real presence in the visible appearances 
of the consecrated Bread and Wine. 


Christians who eat this holy Bread and 
drink this holy Cup nourish and intensify the 
presence of Jesus in their own graceful lives. 
Jesus dwells in His people by that 
mysterious gift of grace. He knows them by 
name and they. speak to Him intimately in 
prayer. This intimate relationship with the 
Anointed One, symbolized in the anointing 
of Baptism, is renewed in the anointings of 


Confirmation and the sacrament of the Sick. ~

What's in thename, ‘Christ’? - 


Jesus’ Mee Identity 
Jews’ idea of Messiah 
was not to Jesus’ liking

How natural it is to refer to our Lord as 
Jesus Christ, almost as if we were using 
name and surname. Actually he had just one 
personal name, Jesus. Christ—more exact- 
ly, the Christ—is a title indicating His 
mission and dignity. 

It is the English form of the Greek 
Christos and this, in turn, is the equivalent 
of the Hebrew mashiah, ‘‘anointed.’’ The 
title was used so frequently in the apostolic 
Church that soon it became part of His 
name. The earliest extant Christian writing 
is addressed to ‘‘the church of the 
Thessalonians who belong to God the Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ’’ (1 Thessalonians 
Teb)s 


IN THE Old Testament the king was ‘‘the 
Lord’s anointed,’’ His mashiah, and as time 
went on the people came to look to an ideal 
future king who would liberate them from all 
their ills and establish God’s reign. This 
reign was envisioned in different ways but 
with some common. denominators. 


It would be a realm of justice, peace, 
prosperity, national antonomy and pre-em- 
inence. In time, the picture got clouded by 
wishful thinking and the clouds were dark 
with narrow nationalism, militarism, hatred 
of Gentiles, domination. 


Because the title ‘‘Messiah’’ suggested all 
of this to many contemporaries of Jesus, He 
was reluctant to accept it. He never denied 
having a messianic mission, but it was a 
mission to be carried out in a way far 
different from that implied in the title as 
currently understood. 


THE CLIMACTIC turning-point of His 
public life in the Synoptic tradition 
(Matthew, Mark, Luke) was Peter’s acknowl- 
edgment: ‘‘You are the Messiah’ (Mark 
8:29). Jesus did not deny it, but ‘‘gave them 
strict orders not to tell anyone about him’’ 
(Mark 8:30), and followed up this injunction 
immediately with _a prediction of the 
sufferings which He, as ‘‘Son of Man,”’ 
would have to endure. 


Peter, who shared His contemporaries’ 


views, found the idea of a suffering, dying 
Messiah incredible, unendurable, and Jesus 
harshly reprimanded him: ‘*Get out of my 
sight, you satan! You are not judging by 
God’s standards but my man’s!’’ (Mark 
8:33) 


This studied silence about His being the 
Messiah is so pronounced in Mark that it has 
given rise to a famous question, that of the 
““Messianic Secret.’’ Mark also underscores 
the obtuseness of the disciples, their 
slowness to comprehend what kind of 
Messiah Jesus was to be. 


MATTHEW TONES down somewhat 
Mark’s unflattering portrayal, -but he still 
retains it. It seems they never quite 
understood, and when Jesus was arrested, 
they were panic-stricken, broke and 
ran—except for Peter, who stayed around 
long enough to disown Him, and John, who 
braved the crucifixion. 


‘Just before the Passion Jesus staged a 
messianic scene: the triumphal entry into 


Jesus rightfully expects His people to 
carry on His own Messianic mission in their 
daily surroundings. His expectations far 
outrun worldly standards, ‘‘Love your 
enemies, do good to those who hate you; 
bless those who curse you and pray for those 
who maltreat- you’’ (Luke 6:27-28). He 
speaks urgently to His anointed followers, 
“‘It was not you who chose me, it was I who 
chose you to go forth and bear fruit’’ (John 
15:16;. ‘‘You will suffer in the world. But 
take courage! I have overcome the world’’ 
(John 16:33). 


HENCE THE Messiah brought to this 
world a vision to be realized, a goal to be 


Jerusalem. But He did so in such a way as to 
intimate to the crowds the real nature of His 
royal messianic dignity: This came about to 
fulfill what was said through the prophet: 
“Tell the daughter of Zion, your king comes 
to you without display astride an ass, astride 
a colt, the foal of a beast of burden’”’ 
(Matthew 21:4-5; Zechariah 9:9). 


Then with the resurrection experience, 
faith dawned for the disciples and they 
began to comprehend His true identity. And 
now, in the light of the passion-death-resur- 
rection event, there was no risk of 
misunderstanding, and the first Christian 
felt no hesitation about proclaiming Him as 
Messiah and Lord. 


IN PETER’S Pentecost speech as recon- 
structed by Luke, Peter says: ‘‘Therefore let 
the whole house of Israel know beyond any 
doubt that God has made both Lord and 
Messiah this Jesus whom you crucified’”’ 
(Acts 2:36). 


And Paul, in a synagogue sermon in 
Thessalonica, ‘‘explained many things, 
showing that the Messiah had to suffer and 
rise from the dead: ‘This Jesus I am telling 
you about is the Messiah!’ ’’ (Acts 17:3). 


Luke also gives us this prayer of the very 
first community: ‘‘Sovereign Lord,...you 
have said by the Holy Spirit through the lips 
of our father David your servant: ‘Why did 
the Gentiles rage, the peoples conspire in 
folly? The kings of the earth were aligned, 
the princes gathered together against the 
Lord and against his anointed.’ Indeed, they 
gathered in this very city against your holy 
Servant, Jesus, whom you anointed—”’ 
(Acts 4:24-27). 


BY CITING Psalm 2:1-2, a royal psalm, 
they link Jesus, the anointed Servant, with 
the king, Yahweh’s anointed in the Old 
Testament. But now, of course, in the light 
of the Resurrection, Jesus as Messiah and 
King is seen in a comparatively transcendent 
light. 

Still, it was not easy for the early Church 
to conceptualize and formulate this uniquely 
new messianic reality. Theologizing is a 
slow, often tentative process. Jesus obvious- 
ly had not lived up to their expectations of 
what a Messiah should be. Quite the 
contrary. 


Would He be really the Messiah only at 


His return in glory (Acts 3:21)? That was one 
trial explanation. Another was that it was 


precisely as the glorified Lord that He was 


Messiah (see Acts 2:36). 


NEITHER PROVED satisfactory, and 
gradually the notion of Messiah was 
Spiritualized and internalized to the point 


. that the New Testament could speak of Jesus 


as Messiah throughout His career and, 
indeed, from His birth (Matthew 1:23; 2:6; 
Luke 1:31-33). 


Such an interpretation of Jesus’ messianic 
identity would have been, and indeed was 
impossible during His life on earth. 
Resurrection faith made it possible, even 
necessary. This is the faith we share with the 
apostolic Church, the faith which makes so 
profoundly meaningful our central Christian 
confession: ‘‘Jesus is Lord and Christ!’’ 


pursued. No matter that He died on the 
cross. His work has only just begun. The 
reign of God is like the mustard seed 
“which, when planted in the soil, is the 
smallest of all the earth’s seeds, yet once it 
is sown, springs up to become the largest of 
shrubs with branches big enough for the 
birds of the sky to build nests in its shade’’ 
(Mark 4:31-32).

Christians began proclaiming ‘‘Jesus lives.”’ 
And He does. ‘‘Wise men still seek 
Him’’—and He lives in them.

realized plan of God that we enter into 
by trust in the Word who pitched his 
tent in our midst, (John 1:14).

What's in His Name, ‘Christ’? 


_ We seek political leaders 


rather than spiritual ones

Every age looks for a messiah, for a 
savior. The reason is that no period of 
history is without profound needs that call 
for a cure. Chaotic times demand someone to 
put life back in order. 


Diseased people cry out for saving 
healers. Tormented neurotics and psychotics 
plead for psychological messiahs. Consci- 
ence-smitten sinners search out redeemers. 
Hence messiahs come in many shapes: 
Kings, generals, doctors, counselors, saints. 
Different strokes for different folks. 


PEOPLE WITH deeply felt needs perceive 
an aura around the savior who come’ to help 
them. It is an aura so palpable that it seems 
to be an invisible anointing with oil. An 
anointing with charisma—or chrism, an old 
word for oil. 


So their many and varied messiahs are 
anointed ones, endowed from some mysteri- 
ous origin with the power to rescue them. 
This is why the Bible calls messiahs 
“‘christs’’ or anointed ones. 


No different from ourselves, biblical 
people saw different kinds of Christs for 
varied needs. Great kings, like David, were 
“‘christs’’ in the sense that they seemed 
anointed by God to respond to heartfelt 


‘yearnings. No less was this true of prophets, 


like Isaiah, who came to assume spiritual 
leadership. 


WHEN ALL is said and done, people 
either look for a king or a prophet, for a 
political messiah or a spiritual one. On 
balance, people seem to prefer political 
messiahs to spiritual ones. 


All the Gospels love to tell the story of the 
loaves miracle. Several Gospels tell the story 
twice. The story is usually followed by noting 
the people’s enthusiasm for making Jesus a 
political savior. They want a bread king. 


One can hardly blame them. Why 
shouldn’t they have personal control of their 
political affairs and destinies? Why should 
they be content to finance the Roman troops 
of occupation and the debaucheries of the 
Roman emperor? Who can fail to sympathize 


5 with their native pride and their desire for 


self determination? 


CONTEMPORARY SOCIETY has seen 
the end of colonialism by the powers of 


Western Europe. The sun does set now on 
the British empire as well as many of the 
older ones. The decline of that colonialism 
has yielded placed to the rise of Communist 
colonialism. People behind the iron curtain 
quite justifiably could yearn for a political 
messiah who would free them from Russian _ 
imperialism. 


On the other hand, social critics point out 
that the North Atlantic nations exert a new 
kind of colonialism, an economic one against 
the nations of the third world. Who can 
blame the oppressed, whether behind the 
iron curtain or below the 39th parallel for 
wanting a political messiah? 

The Gospels show Jesus as repudiating 
the role of political messiah. In fact He 
seems to reject any messianic title at all, 
though He clearly acts like a_ spiritual 
messiah. Like any Jew He must have been 
personally offended by the humiliation of 
living in an occupied country. 


YET THE closest He comes to a political 
statement is in His render to Caesar’s 
statement and His reminder to Pilate that 
God's power is far more important than that 
of earthly princes. 


Herein is the key to the messiahship of 
Jesus. Politicians—even messianic ones— 
seek, seize and exercise power over others. 
Christ Jesus faces up to that power with a 
non-violent cross. 


Jesus says and acts out the position. that 
vulnerability is the answer to coercive 
power. The five wounds of the cross are His 
answers to the five-point plane of the 
coercively powerful. 


POLITICIANS WILL not allow betrayal. 
They hang traitors. Jesus opens Himself to 
the- possibility of betrayal and denial and 
then turns a hopeful and forgiving glance on 
the very ones who let Him down. 


Do we want to see the saving power of 
God? Look at the cross. Are we anxious to 
experience the coercive might of God? 
Meditate on the wounds of Jesus. 


The striking lengths to which God will go 
to show us His power is found in what 
Guardini calls the ‘‘humility’’ of God. Love 
is the only power that wins and changes 
hearts. And the One who did that best of all 
is the One who deserves the title Christ more 
than anyone who ever lived—Jesus THE 
Christ!

Churchin review 1976 


Diocese feels joy, tension, tears

For the Church in this diocese, the Bicentennial year 
of 1976 was one of joy, tension and tears. 


There was joy as Synod II ‘‘graduated’’. Bishop Leo 
T. Maher formally accepted the policy statements at a 
special Mass during the Diocesan Pastoral Congress. 
On hand for the occasion was Archbishop Jean Jadot, 
apostolic delegate in the U.S. 


THERE WAS tension as the National Organization 
for Women (NOW) continued bitter attacks on the 
Church for its strong moral stand in the abortion 
debate. 


And there were tears for three monsignors, John 
Baer, Mark Doran and Donald Doxie, all of whom died 
in the prime of their priesthood. There was further 
tragedy in Chino as two parishioners of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe church were killed by a sniper while 
guarding the church against vandals. 


1976 was also an election year and the U.S. bishops 
stepped boldly into the political arena taking strong 
moral stands on campaign issues. 

THE BISHOPS also sponsored a year of hearings 
around the nation which led ‘to the Call to Action 
conference in Detroit where some 1,300 delegates voted 
on statements for the bishops to consider while drawing 


up a five-year social justice action plan for the U.S. 


Church. 


And the voice of Pope Paul was heard around the 
world last January as he issued a Declaration on Sexual 
Ethics, reaffirming traditional moral stands against 
pre-marital sex, homosexual relations and masturba- 
tion. 


And there was controversy for the Pope when he was 
forced: to suspend the episcopal faculties of rebel, 
traditionalist Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre. The 
archbishop repeatedly attacked the decrees of Vatican 
Il, persisted in celebrating Tridentine Masses and 


ordained priests and deacons at his seminary in 


Switzerland despite orders from the pontiff not to 
ordain the men..-

own pocket, while the facilities and the 
children deteriorated. 


The man denied MacFarland permission 
to take the sick to the U.S. for treatment, and 
to take the children to the San Diego Zoo, 
even after arrangements had been made. 


THE DETERMINED cursillista went to 
the Public Health Department in Tijuana and 
a social worker there, Connie, said they 
wanted to find a group to take over from the 
director. ‘‘I told her I would, as I had such a 
group,’’ MacFarland said. 


“I remember that Armando Hurtado 
(manager of Villa Nueva), who attended the 
same Cursillo group (meeting), said about a 
month before that it would be nice if our 
group would have an apostolate like helping 
an orphanage. So when Connie said this, it 
stuck in my mind.”’ 


With the aid of Sen. Roberto de la Madrid, 
who at the time was running for his office, 
and Tijuana Mayor Fernando Marquez Arce, 
““the doors were opened’’ for MacFarland to 
take over. Under the pressure of the mayor 
the director relinquished all responsibility 
for the orphange in writing to MacFarland. 


HE THEN formed the Patronato (sponsor- 
ship) including him and his wife and Villa 
Nueva staff members Armando Hurtado, 
Augustinian Fathers. John Blethen, who is 
.executive director, Frank Riley and Gary 
Rye. The group now includes about 20 
women from Tijuana. 


““We went to various social groups in 
Tijuana, such as the Lions Club, Catholic 
Women, Lawyers’ Wives, etc., to seek 
support,’’ he related. 


“‘We tackled the major problems first. His 
brother-in-law donated the milk. Salvatierra 
orphanage in Tecate, Mexico, provided 
enough beds. Father Blethen contacted Los 
Ninos of Santa Barbara and they not only 
supplied food stuffs—canned good, dried 
milk, vitamins—and clothes, but about 30 to 
40 youths brought the items and helped 
around the orphanage. 


BUT FOOD and clothing are ever present 
needs, MacFarland said. The orphanage 
survives only on outside aid. 


MacFarland contacted Passionist Father 
Henry Vetter, who runs Rancho Nazareth 
Orphanage in Tecate, and he arranged for 
financial help from Aid to Baja California, a 
nonprofit organization in California. This 
helped to provide new bath facilities and 
septic tanks. 


Unfortunately, MacFarland was not able 
to get proper and continuous medical care 
for the children until one died during a 
measles epidemic. 


“I was trying to get doctors to visit on a 
regular basis,’’ he said. But the doctor 
would only spend about 20 minutes when he 
came, he added. 


ABOUT TWO months after MacFarland 
took control of the orphanage, the epidemic 
hit. About 15 children took sick. 


“We took some of them to the emergency 
room of nearby Hospital del Prado. But one 
child died about four hours later,’’ 
MacFarland related. ; 


“When the child died it shook everyone 
up. And that’s when people started helping 
physically. The owner of the hospital told me 
I could bring the kids in for any illness. She 
also provided free medicine and sent a nurse 
to the orphanage for, five weeks.”’ 


"RECENTLY at MacFarland’s request, a 
mother superior from a Guadalajara 
community visited the orphanage to see 
‘about staffing it with a couple of nursing 
Sisters. 


“She seemed inclined to send the 
Sisters,’’ MacFarland said, ‘‘but it would 
not be for three or four more months. We 
have to build living quarters for them first.’’ 


MacFarland’s spirit of brotherly love was 
catching. Clara Mansa of Chula Vista 
learned about the orphanage. She quit her 
job as a bookkeeper to help out daily for 
about two months. 


MAC FARLAND was born in Chicago but 
he grew up in Tijuana. His father and 
mother are Mexican. His Scottish surname 
comes from his grandfather. 


Concerning MacFarland’s directorship of 
the orphanage, Father Blethen said, ‘‘It is 
really a husband and wife partnership. 
Lupita works awfully hard taking the 
children to the doctors, paying bills, buying 
food, etc.”’ 


MacFarland and his wife have only been 
married since April, 1976. Although they are 
expecting their first child in February, they 
already have more than 100 children to look 
after. 


WHEN THEY arrive at Hogar Infantil La 
Gloria, one u-shaped building with concrete 
floors, the children flock around them.

A look at books 


JESUS CHRIST BEFORE HE BECAME A 
SUPERSTAR by James K. Fitzpatrick. New 
Rochelle, NY, Arlington House. 208 pages, 
$7.95. 


Can a book with so clever a title sustain 


_ that level of interest? The answer has to be 


yes, when the subject is far-left Christianity 
and the author is far-right Catholic. 

The targets of Fitzpatrick’s ire and satire 
are such authors as Harney Cox, Tillich, 
Teilhard, Gutierrez, Skinner, Fletcher and 


Father Andrew Greeley. He sets the words 
of Christ, as found in the King James 
Version, against the words of the modern 
liberators. Christ wins by a landslide in as 
volume. 


After demolishing the liberals in theology, 
the author adds on a chapter on patriotism, 
for good measure, and concludes with a 
chapter on Christmas. There is an index, but 
you need a magnifying glass to read it.
